Not only does It help mitigate the 
dryness ot the desert air by cooling It, it also 
forms a key element hi the city layout. At the 
contra ot Novol 1 b the Farliad Fountain, which 
Is also Its emblem. Nor Is there anything sur- 
prising in the fact that many swimmers from 
Navoi are members of Soviet national teams 
(sport facilities In the city are equal In stan- 
dard to those In Moscow). What Is more, Navoi 
Is the proud possessor of about 400 hectares of 
vegetation and fruit orchards per every 100 
thousand of its Inhabitants.

ensemble was not disturbed. II was designed so Hurt tourists 
could enjoy aucieni Suzdal even from their hotel windows.

Even Ihe mohl sevc-rc drought 
will nol damage « plant once its 
seeds have been treated with spe- 
cial polymer Invented by scien- 
tists in Irkutsk and Moscow. The 
new material attracts water. 
When Introduced into Ibe soil in 
the form of a solution or film, 
Ihe polymer bulges forming a 
kind ol a water-cunlalner around 
Ihe seed which retains moMure 
for a long lime, an important 
-feature In arid regions. The effi- 
ciency of this new method of 
treating seeds has been proved in 
Letts carried out in different cli- 
matic zones of lha USSR. 



It Will tnho at loaM another 
eight lu nlna years to do away 
with Iho housing shortage lu tho 
country nml tu provide every 
family wllh an apartment of Llrelt 
own.
